Safety is the last thing you 
think about when the red 
lights start flashing and 
you’ve been caught for 
speeding. 

But in Crawford County, 
more speeding tickets mean 
fewer accidents - fewer 
property damage accidents, 
fewer personal injury ac- 
cidents, and, most impor- 
tant, fewer gruesome fatal 
accidents.

dropped from a total of 738 
for 1978-79 to 665 for 1980-81,

the citation statistics. In 
1978-79, the sheriff dept. staff 
was cut in half by lay-offs. In 
1980-81, with four patrolmen 
added through the 
programs, citations more 
than tripled. With the in-

“It’s worth all the com- 
plaints about speeding 


tickets if you save one life,” 
said Sheriff Joe White, who 
was instrumental in bringing 
the federal and _ state 
programs to Crawford Coun- 
ty. 
“One of the saddest things 
I know of is a family trafffic 
accident with small 
children,” said Undersheriff 
Robert Ruddy. ‘After you 
pull a six or seven-year-old 
out from a wreck you wonder 
if it could have been preven- 
ted somehow. If a traffic en- 
forcement program saves 
oné person from being 
maimed it’s worth it.” 

Sheriff White said educa- 
tion of drivers goes hand in 
hand with enforcing traffic 
laws.

Grayling Twp. Begins 
Construction Plans 


Grayling Township moved 
a step closer to building a 
township hall by hiring an 
architectural firm toe draw 
construction plans. 

The township board ap- 
proved hiring the firm at a 
regular meeting Jan. 12, The 
new building, 40 by 115 feet, 
has an estimated $176,000 
price tag on it. Included in 
the cost is the building, with 
six offices, a large meeting 
room, and restrooms, a 


sewage system, and side- 
walks and a portion of the 
parking lot. 

If the township decides to 
go ahead and build, Town- 
ship Supervisor Bernie 
Fowler said a township im- 
provement fund will be used 
to finance most of the build- 
ing. He said the township has 
been saving money in the 
fund for years and a new 
building will not cost town- 
ship residents any additional 


tax dollars. 

The construction plans are 
expected to take about six 
weeks to complete. Then the 
township board can take the 
final step necessary to build 
by letting bids on the con- 
struction work. 


The township, which grew 
from 6,500 persons in 1970 to 
9,700 in 1980, currently rents 
three offices in the Grayling 
City Hall. 


Tanker Jack-Knifes on M-72 
Dangerous Butane Fumes Aboard

A. tractor-trailer tanker 
carrying explosive butane 
fumes jack-knifed on West 
M-72 near the Kalkaska 
County line Saturday noon 
and traffic was rerouted for 
3 hours as emergency crews 
worked to pull the tanker out 
of a snow bank. 

Crawford County Sheriff 
Joe White said the empty 
tanker with the left-over 


_ butane fumes inside was 


more dangerous than a 
tanker carrying a full-load of 
fuel. One good thing about 
the empty tanker, White 


noted, it was easier to pull

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out of the snow bank, 

Slippery roads and poor 
visibility were cited by 
sheriff deputies as factors in 
the accident. M-72 traffic 
was rerouted along Manistee 
River Road and County 
Road 612 while the tanker 
was removed from the snow 
bank and Grayling Township 
Fire Department hosed 
down spilled fuel at the 
scene. 

The drive of the tanker, 
Ken Ulfig, 26, of Lexington, 
was transported to Grayling 
Mercy Hospital for treat- 
ment. 

Traffic was slowed down 
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on I-75 for two hours south of 
Grayling on the northbound 
lane after a pick-up truck 
rolled over. Four Lake City 
men in the vehicle were ap- 
parently uninjured in the ac- 
cident last Thursday. 

A red pick-up truck with 
rails on the side and driving 
lamps on top of the cab is 
being southt by the sheriff 
dept. in connection with a 
breaking & entering in South 
Branch Township last Thur- 
sday.

Winter 
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Carnival: It Was 
Best in Michigan

The Statue of Liberty ice 
sculpture built by John 
Deckrow, of Grayling, in 
1941 was 62 feet high. 

It stood on a base of ice 
larger than a tennis court 
and shaped like a_ star. 
Lighted from within, and 
with a red light and an in- 
sulated burner throwing 
smoke from the torch, it had 
the appearance of the real 
thing. 

Back in 1941, the Grayling 
Winter Sports Carnival was 
the real thing - the main 
event in winter sports in the 
state. It was the biggest win- 
ter carnival] and, with ice 
sculptures like Deckrow’s, it 
was easy to cail it the gran- 
dest. 

Thirty-five thousand times 
that winter in 1941 toboggans 
with 5-6 persons raced at 
more than 60 miles an hour 
down six steel wall troughs 
at the Grayling Winter Spor- 
ts Park. 

The skating rink at the 
park covered five acres and 
was called the finest in the 
midwest. The Michigan 
Amateur Skating Races 
were held at Grayling that 
year with more than 175 con- 
testants. 

The park also boasted a 36- 
foot-high semi-pro ski jump. 
The Novice Ski Jumping 
Championship for the state 
was held at the park and Bob 


Bennett, of Grayling, cap- 
tured one of the divisions. 

During one Sunday of the 
February winter sports car- 
nival, nearly 10,000 persons 
jammed the park. Most of 
the 1,500 parking spces at the 
park were filled and extra 
snow trains had to be 
scheduled that week from 
Detroit, Lansing, and Grand 
Rapids to accomodate 
visitors attending the car- 
niva}. 

Among the visitors were a 
basketball team comprised 
See Carnival on Page 2 .

Sub-zere Temperatures 
Keep Ice Grip on River 


Temperatures reaching 
twenty below zero in Craw- 
ford County continued to 
cause ice jams and raise 
water levels on the main 
branch and north branch of 
the AuSable River. 

A prolonged cold snap 
started ice problems on the 
river Jon, 0-and as of Ties- 
day morning, Jan. 19, the 
problems remained, 

Rudy Zalac, on the main- 
stream below Wakeley 
Bridge, said the water level 
dropped to normal during 
the middle of last week but 
then rose two feet last Sun- 
day as the river froze over 
again. 

Lloyd Stahl, on the north 
branch below Lovells, also 
said the water level dropped 
during the middie of the 
week. 

“The river opened up 
overnight a section four to 
six wide in the middle but 
then ice cakes from up- 
stream started plugging up 
the hole and it froze over 
again,’ he said. 


Stahl said the ice is 
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eausing the river to do 
strange things. He said the 
water level near his place is 
a foot higher than a stretch 
of the river 100 feet away. 

Stahl guessed that if tem- 
peratures got into the teens 
for two days in a row and the 
sun shines, the ice covering 
the fiver in tuany places 
would break up. 


Lovells residents say it’s 
the first time the north bran- 
ch has froze over since 
around 1910. That year, Jim 
Douglas, of Lovelis, remem- 
bers walking across the ice 
on the river before milking 
the cows. When he returned 
after his chores, the river 
was open. 

Stahl says the longer the 
ice stays on the river, the 
thicker it gets. And that 
means more problems when 
that ice does finally break up 
and head downstream. 

One cabin on low land near 
Wakeley Bridge already has 
been surrounded from 


flooding caused by an ice 
jam.

In Romans 5 we are 
reminded of the advantages 
and extent of our justifica- 
tion. “Therefore being justi- 
fied by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord 
Jesus Christ: By whom also 
we have access by faith into 
this grace wherein we stand, 
and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God.’’ Romans 5:1,2. 

Notice that the present 
results of “boing justified by 
faith” are connected to the 
preceeding context by the 
word, ““Thereiore.”’ Every- 
time you read the word 
“Therefore” you look back 
at the context to see what it 
is there for. God has 
already showed us our need 
for Justification in chapters 
1, 2 and up to verse 23 of 
chapter 3. God gave us the 
plan of Justification in 3:24- 
31. God gave us illustrations 
of Justification in chapter 4. 
Now God is sharing with us 
the results of Justification in 
Romans 5: 1-12. 

1. Peace with God is the 
first result of being justified 
by faith. All around us men 
are seeking peace, but there 
is no peace until we receive 
our Lord Jesus Christ as the 
prince of peace into our 
hearts. Jesus Christ by his 
shed blood on the cross has 
made peace for us. 
ixphesians 2:13-18. We were 
enemies to God, we were in 
rebellion against God, but 
God has made peace avail- 
able to us. 

2. Access to God by faith is 
the second result of being 
justified. ‘By whom also we 
have access by faith.”” God 
has made us “‘accepted in 


the beloved.” Ephesians 1:6. 
“Tet us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of 
grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to 


help in time of need.” 
Hebrews 4:16. We who trust 
Jesus Christ have been born 
into the family of God and 
may therefore enter his pre- 
sence boldly. 

3. Our standing of Grace.

Governor William G. Milliken 
believes the state’s recovery is so 
important, that his running for re- 
election or for the U.S, Senate could 
hamper any efforts and has decided 
not to seck any elective office so he 
could concentrate fully on the 
problems facing Michigan. 

House Speaker Bobby Crim of 
Davison also may not seek re- 
election (he earlier announced he 
would not be a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for gover- 
nor) and he too, would be free to 
work solely for economic recovery 
without possible charges of politics 
surfacing during deliberations. 

Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust of Westland, although expec- 
ted to seek re-election to the Senate, 
has been able to work well with the 
governor and other legislative 
loaders to forge legislation for the 
betterment of the state. 

And House Minority Leader 
William Bryant of Grosse 
Park said completing the state’s 
economic recovery packaye- 
including changes in unemployment 
compensation and _ the single 
business tax - will be the main 
priority for legislative action in 
1982. 

Bryant, however, said working on 
some of those issues may prove dif- 
ficult to get the backing of the so- 
called ‘‘dissident’’ Democrats, who 
helped Republicans pass the major 
portion of the worker's compen- 
sation reform package last year. 

He said especially sensitive to 
Democrats will be the governor’s 
proposal that unemployed workers 
wait a week before receiving bene-

fits. 

Such a proposal could save 
business and industry as much as 
$115 million each year. 

He noted that earlier reforms in 
unemployment compensation enac- 
ted in 1980 are sunsetted for 1983 
(will expire unless re-enacted) at 
which time benefit levels would be 
rolled back to the pre-1980 levels. 

Bryan said with the sunset ap- 
proaching, it may be possible to 
negotiate some agreement with the 
Democrats on cutting compeiisation 
costs to business. 

Bryant said another priority for 
the year will be the continuing sear- 
ch for a property tax reform 
proposal, 

He suggested the public likely will 
not agree with Governor Milliken’s 
veto of legislation providing an ad- 
ditional $150 million in property tax 
cuts. 

Bryant said it would be difficult 
this year to consider any tax in- 
crease designed to prevent further 
state budget cuts. 

If any tax increases are con- 
sidered, however, it would be 
politically easier to increase nuisan- 
ce taxes such as the cigarette tax, 
but he added almost any other tax 
increase would have to be tied to a 
property tax cut. 

Everyone agrees. Economic 
recovery issues remain the most im- 
portant for the Legislature to ad- 
dress with the opening of the 1982 
session.

like those worn years ago, 
are being used more 
frequently today. 

e Sheets and bedding that 
are made of napped flannel 
feel warmer than smooth 
fabrics. Quilts and comfor- 
ters or a thermal blanket 
placed under a smeoth- 
woven cover help insulate 
without being too heavy. 

¢ A plastic foam topper 
placed under the mattress 
pad adds warmth and com- 
fort by trapping heat, much 
as foam used in outerwear 
jackets for insulation does. 

e Warming pans, soap- 
stones and hot water bottles 
were used years ago to add 
warmth to the bed. Field 
says that — enterprising 
busitiesses are starting to 
sell many soapstones again. 
The flat soapstone is heated 
on a woodburning stove or 
another hot surface for a few 
hours. It is then wrapped ina 
blanket or other heavy 
material and placed in the 
bed to warm it before 
retiring. The soapstone holds 
heat for several hours. 

e Canopies and bed cur- 
tains were also used years 
ago to shut out the cold room 
air, and some people are 
using modern versions to 


ji keep the bed warm. 


e In homes that are not 
weatherized well, Field 
suggests using heavy 
drapes, inswlated shades or 
taping plastic over the win- 
dows to keep cold drafts 
from entering the house.

Doodles From 
The Tall Timber 


Wendell Hoover 
Park interpreter 

For the past few years I 
have been delving into the 
way the early fur trappers in 
Michigan and the surround- 
ing areas of the Old North- 
west survived far from the 
rudiments of what they 
called civilization. Since the 
art of medicine was a far cry 
from what it is today, those 
early explorers depended in 
great measure on remedies 
learned from the Indians. I 
would not recommend any of 
the following remedies if a 
doctor or pharmacy is within 
reach but, on the other hand, 
they could be very handy in 
case of dire need. For exam- 
ple: powdered dry witch 
hazel leaves will stop a nose- 


ras 
bleed when you use them as 


snuff. For that matter, this 
preparation will stop any 
mild, localized bleeding 
when you dust it directly on- 
to the wound. Make a tea of 
mashed witch hazel bark to 
relieve inflammation of eyes 
or skin. For burns they 
would boil a pound of the in- 
ner bark of the Hemiock in a 
gallon of water until they 
had what amounted to a pint 
of liquid. After this was 
strained, they had a good 
tannic acid solution for 
burns and in addition, it 
makes a fine sore throat 
gargle. If they needed what 
amounts to today’s hot water 
bottle, they heated some 
sand in a pan, poured it into 
a bag of some sort and held it 
against the painful area. The 
inner bark of the Slippery 
Elm can be chewed to sooth 
a sore throat.

These primitive remedies 
should nuit be regarded as 
desirable substitutes for our 


modern medicines and 


should be used only in case of ' 


emergencies when medical 
help is not available. Unless 
you can positively identify 
the ingredients, do not resort 
to their use. It is interesting, 
however, to note that the 
ingredients of many familiar 
medicines contain at least 
one botanical ingredient.

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Hilt in Australia

Eve Konopnicki went look- 


‘ing for adventure’ in 


Australia as a student in a 
Youth for Understanding ex- 
change program and she 
found it. 


“TY was repelling down the 
side of a cliff during a cave- 
exploring trip when I looked 
up and saw something 
strange about 20 inches from 
my hand. It had a triangle 
head, It was brown, and it 
was flicking its tongue at 
me,” she said. ‘When I 
could finally make it out that 
it was a snake I got out of 
there. Later we looked up a 
picture of the snake I saw 
and we found out it was a 
death adder, a poisonous 
snake.” 


Her other adventures were 
more enjoyable. She spent 
hours scuba diving - her 
favorite pastime - below 
waters in the well-known 
barrier reef off the northeast 
shore of Australia. 


‘“‘The coral there couldn’t 
have been painted any more 
beautiful than it was. The 
variety and diversity of the 
reef is great. You couldn’t 
ask for anything more in a 
place to scuba dive,” she 
said. 


For nearly a year, Eve ex- 
plored Australia’s ‘“‘Out- 
back”’ barrier reef, coast 
islands, and cities while at- 
tending 12th grade at one of 
their high schools. She left 
Grayling in Jan. 1981, half- 
way through her senior year 
after earning enough credits 
for an early release and a 
GHS diploma. 

She returned to Grayling 
last Dec. with no regrets. 


‘If I had the chance to live 
last year over again, I’d do 
the same thing. 

‘*There’s so much to see in 
Australia, so many things to 
do. It was my number one 
choice out of 50 countries to 
pick from in the program. I 
knew it had good scuba 
diving and I wanted to gotoa 
warm climate for a change.” 


She lived in Townsville, 
population 100,000, in the 
northeastern part of Austra- 
lia, and attended a high 
school with 2000 students. 


“Their school is very 
hard,” she Eve, a honor 
student at GHS. “I would 
compare their high school 
senior level to the fresiman 
or sophomore level in college 


over here.” 


She said the teachers there 
get much more respect than 
teachers here. She also said 
overall people there have a 
really great sense of humor. 

Eve said she missed cross- 
country skiing while in the 
“down under’ country. 
She’s been skiing since seven 
years of age but had no snow 
to ski in during her stay in 
Australia. 

She also missed her senior 
prom at GHS and experien- 
ced homesickness only once 
during her stay - in June 
when her GHS classmates 
were graduating. 


“It was the only time I 
really wanted to go home. 
All my friends home were 
taking off after graduation 
yet we were only in the mid- 
dle of the school year there.”’ 

When she did return home 
in Dec., the first thing she 


_ did was catch up on sleep. 


“T had jet lag. I went to 
sleep at 11 the night I got 
home and [ slept until 8 the 
next night.” 


Eve’s currently working at 
Hanson Hills and WGRY asa 
disc jockey. She plans on at- 
tending MSU in March and 
continuing to travel when- 
ever she gets the chance. 


“I definitely will be travel- 
ing again. I want to see 
Australia again sometime 
and I want to go over to 
Europe. I believe no matter 
where you go there's fantas- 
tic people there to meet.”’ 

Her outiook on all her 
travels and adventures is 
simple: Live to the hilt but 
keep your morals.
